Incoming data—numeric, alphabetic or 
special character—is assembled in the 
buffer, then rapidly transferred to the 
central processor. Thus, the duration of the 


message interrupts is reduced to a 
minimum; more time is available for main 
job processing. In effect, the system is able to 
do both batch and message processing at 
the same time. An automatic answering 
capability increases 1026 versatility 
even more. 

For users who wish to progress logically 
toward a large integrated Tele-processing 
System, the 1026 serves as an excellent 
initial investment that will meet requirements 
effectively and economically until it is time 
to step up to more powerful transmission 
control units.
